leader, whom ibey discarded for VoHva. 
They are leaving tbe city by Bcorei and nre 
going to all parts of tho country, many of 
ilium even to'Cannda nnd foreign climes. 

'Dating tbe illness of Overseer VoHva the 
services in tbe la berime I o bare been con- 
ductor by 0»orsecr U, D. Brnaofiold. Ilo 
■initio the announcement tbnt tbe bcIiooI 
funds vera exhausted nnd that unless tbo 
people could raise the necessary $2000 with 
'which to pay tbo salaries of the teacher* 
tho- schools would be closed Friday night. 
.Thin sum of money, ho said, must bo in tbe 
coffers of tho church educatlonol deport- 
ment by Wednesday night, . 

Should the schools close tinny of tho 
. families probably would leave tbo town im- 
mediately in order < to secure educational 
opportunities for their children elsewhere. 
Within the tart three weeks a score or more 
of families have leflgion City. Tho clos- 
ing of tho schools, )L (is feared, will give. 
Ibis exodus an impulse- which will prove 
-futnl to tbe further growth of the town. 

The fact that the schools of Zion City 
have already been open for six mouths this,

Each of the various 
schools show considerable deficits, and tin- 
lesR they nre met very soon the schools* will 
liavo to bo put on a purely subscription 
basis. 

This would work a hardship to some, 
hence wo trust the appeal for money that is 
being mailo will be promptly responded to. 

There nre some who bnve no children, 
nnd tbe«e ought, for the good of the city, 
to help bear tho burden. 

Tho Preparatory school has n-'- deficit of 
1117.80 and the 21 st street school a deficit 
of 8405.01. The 2{JUi street makes the 
least showing being in debt only 8122.33; 
Dm 30th street school ts behind $255. M, 
and the 31st street school 8220 03;. making 
a j! rand total of 81, 131.58 indebtedness. 

Tbo city has frequently como up with 
the money to meet these school debts and 
we trust everybody will do his best just 
now, which is a critical time for oured*. 
ucationnl institutions.

til the hoped for ending is utmost in view* 

The senator has been busying hint Keif 
much upon tho subject of late nnd has 
visited neighboring state hatcheries to gain 
Information .upon tbe subject which ho long 
ngo broached and urged at Springfield, 
The matter has been kept quiet and until 
now little bus been learned by the public or 
press upon tbo subject. 

The ideally located lakes of tho western 
nnd northern part of tho county tire said to 
be highly conducive to tho ultimate success 
of his undertaking. The marshy streams 
and quiet fresh water lakes of the locality- 
arc tho best in tho world for the work. 

Hitherto muny plantings of small fry 
taken from hatchings of spawn gathered in 
distant parts of the state have been released 
among the lakes. Experts have announced 
that nowhere are conditions better for a 
fish hatchery, than in tho vicinity men- 
tioned and every thing points toward a final 
successful outcome of Senator Tiffany's am- 
bitions, the locating of a hatchery on one of 
the county hikes. 

Tho exact site hns not been stated, though 
it is said ono is under consideration. Prob- 
ably either Fox or Grow lakes will be sue-. 
ceBsful in securing the plum. Tho expend- 
iture as vet is a secret and known only by 
tbo officials interested who will not divulge 
its extent, but it is stated authoritatively

INTRODUCE m AGAINST PoiVDER MILL 

Peoplo of Hoasant Fral.rta -Carry Fight to 
the Stum Lepalurc 

Tho people of thoV/'Mage of Pleasant 
Prairie and . the farmers residing in tho 
neighborhood of tho powder mills of the 
Xaflm-Itand Cmnpnny in that town have 
■carried their fighMa. tho atato legislature 
, and petitions are now being circulated ask- 
ing the members of the- legislature to pass 
a bilt which will practically put tho powder 
'^company out of business in Wisconsin, 
Tbe bill has been Introduced in tbo assem- 
bly by Assemblyman Curtis* of Kenosha 
-county nnd it will certainly have a great 
-effect on tho business of tho plant if it is 
passed. , 

Tho petitions state that this bill -.should 
bo passed at. onco on account of the fact 
thai tho company is storing as much ns 
. 120,000 pounds of dynamite at Urn plant at 
tho present time. It is claimed that re- 
cently two cars of dynamite containing 
many tons wore left standingjn the rail- 
way yards at Kenosha for many hours, hut 
this statement can not be verified. 

The bill propound by Assembly in an Curtis 
which has just been reported 'from tho 
committees on revision, provides that no 
powder shall bo manufactured within a half 
mile of any village, church or school house 
within tbo stato of Wisconsin and that no 
■company shall store at any plant in the 
state more than 1,000 pounds of dynamite 
or giant powder nftor the first day of next 
May. The bill limits tho amount of pow- 
der to be manufactured at one time to 1,000 
■pounds. Tbo violation of tbe law is made 
punishable by n prison term or a fine of 
from 8500 to 82,000. Under the bill the 
manufacture of powder and. tho manage- 
ment of all powder making plants will be 
under the direct ,bu per vision of the slate 
factory inspector nnd ho shall bo. furnished

Stato Donates Use if Roads aro Constructed 
In Certain Manner

Stone crushed by con v ids at the Joliet 
stale penitentiary will bo- used on Lake 
county country roads in the near futuro if 
plans of representative Gibbons of Deer- 
Held, reach maturity. For sonio time- he 
has been making an effort to obtain a largo 
quantity of this material which is manu- 
factured for public road utility. 

The ronds upon which it is plnnned to 
place the stone are in Deer Geld and Shields 
townships, Tho state road commijtsion 
agrees to furnish stone for public roads, 
but requires that the roads be laid out and 
the stone used according to specifications 
furnished by that board and in quantities 
which Ibey prescribe. 

Tbo only drawback is said to bo that 
they refuse to ship In small quantities anil 
are very strict in their requirements ns to 
conditions. 

Liberty vilte township may succeed in us- 
ing a quantity of stone crushed by convicts, 
It is absolutely free, the only expense tho 
receiving township is put to being that it 
has to pay tbe freight of tbo stone and 
build tho roads according to tho set plans, 
A Liberty villo township official has been in 
communication with tho Btato board upon 
tho subject. 

The stone makes an admirable road bed 
and when tho requirement* of tho state arc 
met, tho roads completed are ideal macad- 
amized roads, such as are seldom found in 
rural districts, It is reported Doerfield 
township is sure to be granted tho request 
for stone that has been made nnd that tbo 
work will bo begun before the summer is 
over, " -

out, and nil indications aro that they will 
be during tbe coming summer. 

At n meeting of the village board 
held on Wednesday evening of last week 
it was voted to pass an ordinance, grunt- 
ing to H. 1L Kellogir, of Wnukegan n 
franchise for the erection and ninin- 
taiiiinieo of an electric light plant in tho 
village of Antioch. The matter has been 
under consideration for a number of weeks 
but nTangemehta tbnt wero satisfactory 
to all parties concerned wero arrived at 
only last week. 
' The franchise calls for the furnishing to 
the town sixteen arc lights and twenty- 
two incandescent lights and also that 
power be furnished for the pumping of 
waterjnto a tank furnished by tbe vil- 
lage, which will be used for tbe purpose 
of firo protection. And in consideration 



the sum of one hundred dollars .per 
month, 

Mr. Kellogg on his part put up a for- 
feiture bond of 81200 ns h guarantee that 
the plant will be in running order by 
September 1, 1907. 

Jlr, Kellogg has not as yet decided 
wh-iro ho will erect tho plant, but is con- 
sidering the ndvisability of placing it 
near the rail road where sidetrack facilities 
can be bud. 

The work of building wilt be commencd 
as soon ns possible and rushed to com- 
pletion. 

This la an improvement that Antioch 
haa long been in need of and Mr. Kellogg 
Bhould receive the hearty Bupport of tho 
citizens of tho village, and when once 
the plant is established here, .without 
n doubt many of tho residents will 
install the lights in their homes and places 
of business.

and tho immense amount of nuvertising, 
Big dividends also nrguo that the boasted 
cheap prices are merely apparent. 

Some towns report that onedialf of tho 
goods coming to tho freight warehouse is 
Boat directly to customer* instead of to tbe 
local merchants. Illinois people both rural 
and suburban, aro patronizing catalogue 
houses extensively. 

This method of buying has many diffi- 
culties.. Many crude cuts of articles must 
bo examined. Many pages of highly 
colored description b in fine print must bo 
read laborously to discover if possible, 
wbnt appears to be the article desired, 
After much debating and indichdun certain 
articles are cuosca. Then minute details 
of size, colore weight, etc., mnet bo written 
on tho elaborate blanks of tho company, 
A money order or draft js obtained and the 
bulky order is finally on its way to Chicago, 



Days or weeks later the goods arrive, A 
heavy freight charge on retail shipments of 
a miscellaneous order is inevitable. Un- 
packing rcvenlB the usual misfit and tho 
wrong colors and poor qualities. General 
dissatisfaction with part or all of the goods 
often necessitates repacking and cartage to 
the freight depot for return to Chicago, 
Tho returned goods ore accompanied by 
long explanations of tho error and the de- 
sired correction. After more exasperating 
details goutis which give a fair degree of 
satisfaction aro in the hands* of. the cus- 
tomer. Tbo urgent need for some of the 
goods has passed. It is n cose of buying 
laboriouf ly with only apparent cbeapncsB, 
then repeating with equal weariness. 

Would it not be hotter to buy of your 
home murchant who at r!l times 1b willing 
to got you what you want if they do not 
happen to have it in shock and thereby 
save you the frefght and worry? 

Who trusts you whon you nre hard up? 
Surely not the catalogue houses, for they*" 
'demand their money in advance, and you 
buy unsigbt and unseen.

Ironton, Mo. — Joaoph Ralph Bur- 
ton, who until his conviction In 
tho federal court, was United States 
senator from Kansas, was Friday 
morning raloased from tho county Jail 
hero, having completed his sentunco of 
six months, imposed whan ho was 
found guilty of violating a federal stat- 
ute by appearing bofora a government- 
al department as the paid representa- 
tive of an alleged "get-rlch-quick" con- 
cern of 3L Louis. 

Burton entered the Jail at Ironton, 
October 22, 1006. His release la due 
to tho law which pro vl ilea for a deduc- 
tion from a sentence for good be- 
havior. Burton's sentence also Includ- 
ed a flue of $2,600, and the statute un- 
der which ho was convicted debars 
him from ever holding att office of 
trust or remuneration undor tho fed- 
oral govornraenL Tho fine, which has 
not been paid, will bo held ovor him as 
a 'civil Judgment Upon leaving tho 
Jail Burton gave out the following 
signed statement: 

"This Is the first signed statement I 
have raado for publication since the 
day I was Indicted. The impression 
has gone out that I propose to live far 
revengo. This Is a mistake. I have 
no such purpose. The wrongs dono to 
mo are the wrongs of others. Ven- 
geance Is thought to bo noble only by 
the Ignoble. 'Vcageanco Is mine, Bay- 
eth tho Lord/ Is tho philosophy to 
which I hava always subscribed In the 
past, and to which I shall adhere In 
the future. 

"I am a thousand times moro solid. 
tous that I shull not wrong another 
than I am concerned about tho wrongs 
others have done- or may do to me. In 
saying this, however, I do not protend 
to havo more than two checks. Nor 
do I think that It Is wrong to rebuke 
hypocrisy. 

"I shall have chargo of a newspaper 
unless there is a fraud order issued 
against It beroro I can arrange for Its 
publication. It will refloat my Ideas. 
It la to bo one of tho agoncics In tho 
work I hope to do. I shall talk when 
I am not writing and shall write when 
I am not talking. The history or my 
case, already prepared, will appear In 
serial form, first. In tho paper. The 
story will not bo sensational. It will 
bo truthful. Interwoven with tho his- 
tory, and a necessary part of It, will 
be a discussion of certain conditions 
In our legislative, administrative and 
Judicial government that, I think, have 
escaped the attontlon of the average 
citizen.

Vienna, — Tho seriousness of the 
situation In northern Moldavia, grow- 
ing out of tho agrarian disorders, 
according to tho latest telographlc re* 
ports reaching hero from Czurnowlts, 
on the bonier, has not boon exag- 
gerated. 

From tho estlmatos of tho damages, 
mado Friday night, It appunr that 
400 farms Jn Moldavia havo been 
devastated, 8,000 fugitives have fled 
over tho Roumanian frontier into Aus- 
tria, and a total of 10,000 Jows are 
homolcss. * 

Tho number of dead and wounded 
cannot bo given accurately, but tho 
reports give a total of about 85 men 
killed, and In tho neighborhood ot 150 
wounded. The outbreak seems to 
havo been partly suppressed. 

On Thursday GOO peasants tried to 
Invade Mich alien I, Some ol tho sol- 
diers flrod, against orders. ThU vol- 
ley killed 15 of tho rioters and wound- 
ed 45, whereupon tho peasants with- 
drew, 

A more successful attack was made 
at Vaslui, to tho south of Jassy. Hare 
a body of 2,000 peasants forced their 
way Into tho town. Tho prefect of 
Vaalul did not have sufficient troops 
at hit command to stop tho onward 
march of tho infuriated countrymen. 
He stood by a helpless witness while 
the rioters, la an Incredibly short 
space of time, plundered practically 
all tho buildings on the threo princi- 
pal streets of Vaslui and then set 
them on fire. The peasants had loot- 
ed freely, nnd tho fire completed tho 
work or destruction. 

The prefect sent In a hurried ap- 
peal for reinforcements and the peas- 
ants, In Ignorance of this step, re- 
mained In tho town until the soldiers 
arrived. There then ensued a serious 
fight up and down the buraod streets. 
Tho soldiers came out victorious, hut 
20 "rioters were killed and many were 
wounded. 

All tho buildings In tbe villages of 
HalancestI, Herlestl, Holcistcnl and 
Nlneltison woro demolished and tho 
villages are now nothing more than 
heaps of ruins. 

Tho most serious fight of Friday oc- 
curred near Platra, 60 mites south- 
west of Jassy. Several thousand 
peasants marched against this town, 
whore an entire regiment of infantry 
waa stationed. The soldiers charged 
tho peasants with fixed bayonets. The 
peasants replied with rifle and re- 
volver fire, and then the troops began 
shooting back. The fighting lasted 
over an hour before tho rioters re- 
treated. They had 43 men killed, 67 
wounded and 250 of their number 
were carried off prisoners by the sol- 
dlsrs. The troops had eight mon killed 
and 27 wounded.

Accused at Freeport of Forming Trust 
and of Bribery. 

Freeport, 111. — An alleged pooling 
arrangement whereby a dozen bridge 
companies combined, It Is said, and al- 
lotted certain territory to each other, 
resulted Wednesday in the returning 
of several Indictments by a grand 
' ]ury. 

William H. Shons, a wealthy bridge 
builder of Freeport, was Indicted on 
several counts on a charge of being 
in a conspiracy to prevent competi- 
tion. There is also a bribery Indict- 
ment against Shaas and his brother 
Homer, who Is connected with the 
same establishment. Several bridge 
companies, Including a big concorn at 
Clinton, In., and a man who lives at 
Madison, Wis., and two road commis- 
sioners who are on the board that let 
a $12,000 contract to W. H. Shons, 
also were indicted. 



Lumber Plant and Residences Burn — 
Dynamite Is Used. 

Pino Bluff, Ark.— Fire lato Friday 
swept over the eatlre plant of the 
Bluff City Lumber company and de- 
stroyed several small dwellings owned 
by the company. The. loss is esti- 
mated at from |700,000 to $750,000. 

When the fire started In the boiler 
room of the lumber plant the entire 
flro department responded but It was 
soon apparent that tbe water pressure 
was not sufficient to subdue the 
flamoa. Tho flro spread rapidly and 
several cottages la the Immediate vi- 
cinity of the plant wore razed by the 
use of dynamite. 

The Bluff City Lumber company la 
ono of tho largest concerns In Pino 
Bluff and large Quantities of lumber 
waa stacked in tho yards. This was 
destroyed or badly damaged.

Managua. Nicaragua.— Santos Ram- 
irez, director general of telegraphs 
and telephones, Sunday mado tho fol- 
lowing statement: 

"Tho Nlcaraguan forces have cap- 
tured Cbolutcca, Honduras, which was 
held by the Honduran and Salvado- 
rean troops, and President Bonllla bos 
fled by boat. Steamora will purauo 
the fugitive president. I boltove tho 
war Is ended." 

The government Is without further 
advlceB concerning tho capture of Cho- 
luteca, but details aro expected short- 
ly. Cholutcca Is tho most strongly 
fortified town of Honduras. It Is on 
the Chalutaca river, about three miles 
from the gulf of Fon seen. It waa here, 
some years ago, that ex-President Vna- 
quoz was defeated by allied revolu- 
tionists and Nlcaraguans. 

Washington. — President Boniila has 
fled from the battlefield and the Con- 
tra) American war bns practically end-' 
ed, according to cable dispatches re- 
ceived in Washington Sunday by tho 
Nlcaraguan minister, Mr. Corea, Tho 
fall of tho Honduras capital, Tegucig- 
alpa, Monday, Is predicted by the Nlc- 
araguan secretary of foreign affairs, 
Mr. James. 

Tho cablegram from tbe secretary 
of foreign affairs follows: 

"Choluteca taken. Salvadorean and 
Honduran combined armies defeated. 
President Bonllla hidden In San Lor- 
enzo with 200 men. Sent steamers 
to capture thorn. Tegucigalpa will bo 
taken to-morrow." 

Oen. Romlrez, director general of 
telegrupbs and telephones Bends this 
message: 

"It Ib my opinion that the war Is ter- 
minated. Bonllla has fled from Cho- 
luteca to sail." 



Los Angeles, Cal. — A apeolal train 
on the Atchison, Tepeka & Santo Fe 
railway, carrying scores of students 
homo from an Intercollegiate field 
meet at Claromont, collided head-on 
with tho out-bound limited, No. 3, on 
tho samo road while- both trains were 
moving at a rnpld rate, within tho city 
limits hero Saturday night. Six per- 
sons wcro killed and 17 Injured, sev- 
eral of them fatally. 

Both engines, one of tho baggage 
cars on tho Overland Limited and tho 
amoker on the special wore demolish- 
ed. Tho crash was terrific and wns 
heard many blocks away from the 
scene. 

Tho railroad officials Indicate that the 
accldont was due to disobedience of 
orders on tho part of the engineer, 
Kelly, of the limited train. Kelly has 
admitted that ho received written or- 
ders to stop his train at a tower 200 
yards before reaching the scene of the 
collision. The engineer stated that he 
"had not had time to read his ordors 
boforo pulling out of the station."

Time Saved and » Better Job Done If 

Delay In Necessary Work It 

Avoided— Pressing of Darns 

When Finished, 

Rents will look much better whore 
mended If thoy are attonded to at 
once, bocauso tho longer they aro loft 
.the moro ragged tho edge becomes. 

Lay the garment right Bide down 
and put the edges of tho rent as clono 
together as poBslblo; cut a piece or 
tlsaue rnther larger than the space- 
that Is torn and lay on tho top. 

Tnko a piece of thin woolen mate- 
rial tho samo slzo aa tho Ubbuo and a* 
near tho color of the cloth os possible; 
lay that on top of tho tlssuo and whe» 
placed exactly la the right position- 
Iron with a hot iron until tho patch 
adheres to the garment Tho heat will 
causo tho tlssuo to dissolve, forming * 
kind of glue. 

K the material la of light weight 
goods It will bo beat to use a patch 
or the Bomo, but If tho material la- 
heavy, such aa Is used in men's suit* 
or coats, a lighter patch will be much 
better. 

A clean cut In heavy material may- 
be mended by putting the two edgea< 
firmly together and basting them to a 
pieco of paper on tho right sldo. This- 
work ia done between tho cloth. 

Tako a thread and Insert tho needle- 
about thrce-oIglUhs of an Inch from 
tho edge and carry It between the- 
cloth to about half an Inch the other 
side of the cut nnd draw tho thread' 
through; put the needle in whoro It 
camo out nnd carry It to the other 
Bide about one-half an Inch beyond tho- 
odge in a Blfghtly slanting position. 

Continue to do this until the whole- 
out is darned. Be careful not to pull 
too tight Dam It in tho Bomo way in 
the apposite direction. 

It Is difficult to use this method of 
mending If tho edges nro tho least bit 
frayed, and on thin materials it must 
bo dono with tho greatest care, ualng 
tho finest needle nnd thread possible. 

All darns should ho pressed when 
flniBhed. To do this lay tho right Bide- 
down on on Ironlrj board and on the- 
wrong side -lay a damp cloth and press 
wlth a hot Iron until perfectly dry. 



Baked .Celery with Cheese. 
Threo cupfuls celery, cut Into Inch 
plccos, one cupful stale bread crumbs, 
three-quarters tf a cupful grated 
cheese, oneyh'alf aupful milk, two ta- 
blespoonfuls of bqtter, one tablc- 
apoonful Hour. Cook tho celery In 
boiling salted water-, until lender, 
drain thoroughly and set aside halt & 
cupfu^ofUho liquid. Melt ono tnble- 
spionful of butter, ndd the flour, an* 
mix smooth, turn In tho milk and 
the 1 " half cupful of celery liquid. 
Bring £V a boil and coik three min- 
utes, storing constant]/; add half a 
cupful of the chocs*; stir until- It 
molts, thVn mix in yfc eclory, adding 
salt, papnia, or c/yenno. Melt tho 
remaining fi^lesrcponful of butter and 
moisten thorn bread crumbs with It 
Put tho celery ipid crumbs Into a bak- 
ing dish in alternate layers, having 
tho last layer cruBt and sprinkle tho- 
romalnder of the cheese over tho top- 
Bake on tho upper rock of the oven 

until a medium brown, and servo hot.

Ham Pie, 

Cover the sides and bottom of a 
dish with a good paste rolled out thin. 
Have ready some slices of cold boil- 
ed ham (about half an Inch thick) 
some eggs boiled hard and sliced and- 
a largo young fowl cleaned and cut 
up, put a layer of ham at the bot- 
tom, then tho fowl, then the cggs r 
next another layer ot ham. 

Sprinkle pepper over and pour in 
some wator or better somo vca! gravy- 
Cover the pie with crust, and bake. 
Tho addition of mushrooms Is a great 
Improvement < 



Peach Shortcake, 
Sift together a pint and a half of 
flour, two tables poonf ula of sugar (toss 
if preferred), two teas poonf tils of 
salt Rub in with the tips of the- 
flngers two tablespoon fuls of butter, 
then add one beaten egg and milk to* 
make a soft dough. Cut out tike bis- 
cuit and boko In a quick oven. When 
baked Bpllt In two, spread lightly with 
buttor and fill with the sweetened 
peaches from a quart can and whipped 
cream, a layer or poaches -first and 
cream on top.

There is only one monument in the 
wfaolo British colony of tbo Bermudas 
— and it is erected to tho memory ot 
an American. This fact may seem a 
bit strange until one has heard the 
Btory, which is really a story of the 
Bermuda Illy, and of the man who 
made It possible,. 

Many yeara ago — during President 
HayoB' administration, in fact — Gen. 
Russel Hastings, who had mado lor 
himself a brilliant record during tho 
civil war, was married In the White 
Houso at .Washington. Ho and his 
brldo went to Bermuda on tholr wed* 
ding trip, and were so charmed with 
tho- beauty of tho place that they re- 
solved then and there to return, and, 
It possible, to mako It tholr perma- 
nent abode. The climate, too, appeal- 
ed to them. (Tho general had beon 
seriously wounded In the war, and 
wbb far from well.) 
. A little later the two came again. 
Not as tourists this time, but as homo- 
seekers. In those days the now-exist- 
ing law that none but English citizens 
can own land In English colonies was 
not in force. So General Hastings had 
no difficulty in acquiring a large es- 
tate. He chose a picturesque site In the 
little city ot Hamilton, surrounding a 
land-locked bay. Hero he built his 
home, "Soncl," which stands to-day 
among tropical trees and luxuriant 
flowers. 

Not only did General Hastings at 
once bocomo deeply interested In the 
place, and In the possibilities for Its 
development, but he was genuinely 
distressed at tbo poverty of the Island- 
ers, says a writer In the Detroit Free 
Press. Setting about to Improve mat- 
ters, he studied the climatic condi- 
tions, experimented again and again, 
and at length his efforts wero crowned 
with success. It was found that our 
present-day Easter Illy, originally a 
native of Japan, would attain In Ber- 
muda to a perfection of loveliness 
blthorto unknown. The Islanders were 
soon pressed Into service, dad since 
about 1870 the culture of lilies has 
been not only tholr chief ' pride, but 
tholr ohlef moans of livelihood as well.

An the incoming boat skirts the 
shore, tbo Illy fields look from a dis- 
tance like white summer clouds 
dropped down from the sky upon tho 
green Islands. Lily fragrance lllla the 
air and Is blown by tho wind far out 
over the water. Coming nearer you 
see the Holds more clearly — rows up- 
on rows of blossoms, tall, stately and 
snowy white. It la very beautiful. 

It was not until the early Ws that 
tho Bermuda illy heenmo well known 
In tho United Stntes. It Is Bald that 
a Philadelphia woman, returning from 
tho Islands, brought home- a plant to 
bloom. This came to the attention of 
W. K." Harris, an enterprising florist 
of the Quaker city, who purchased a 
lot of the bulbs, from which ho sue- 
ceedod in raising hundreds of plants,^ 
introducing them under the nnme 
Ltllum Harrlsll, Thus the Easter Illy 
industry spread to America, and to 
other countries as woll. But nowhere 
do tho flowers grow so perfect and 
beautiful as under the quickening 
warmth of the tropical sun of Ber- 
muda. 

Ordinarily only bulbs are exported, 
but at tbo rush season whole boat 
loads of cut buds and of thickly-bud- 
ded plants are packed and shipped 
away, carrying the sweet message 
of the Eastertide Into countless homes 
and churches. 

General Hastings is dead. ' In spite 
of his long residence in Bermuda, he 
remained a devotedly loyal American 
citizen and from time to time concern- 
ed himself with public affairs, holding 
various positions of responsibility and 
honor. Tho Islanders remember him

la pronouncing on the state law, 
tho report Bays: 

' "First of all there has been an Im- 
provement In tho character and eMl- 
clonoy of tho employes. Under the 
old systoms superintendents were lim- 
ited, practically speaking, to accepting 
tho bo applicants for positions who 
came knocking at their doors, or who 
were folBted upon them by tbo exigen- 
cies of politics. 

"Now tho examinations of tho com- 
mission are extensively advertised, 
and reliable men and women are led 
to otter their services. With all appli- 
cants coming through tho commission 
the heads of tho institutions are re- 
lieved from the burden of securing 
and selecting competent employes, 
and tho executive heads aro left moro 
free to devote themselves to the ad-, 
ministration of their respective insti- 
tutions. 

"As a result of this toning up of 
tho service, tho esprit do corps of all 
tho institutions has been raised, and 
from a passive, jog along condition of 
tho heads of tho stato Institutions, the 
stats board of charities, executive offi- 
cers of tho state and, it is to be hoped, 
tho legislature, have been inspired to 
an attempt to mako our state chari- 
table Institutions tho finest in tho 
world.'* 

The report cites the establishment 
of the training school for nurses at 
each hospital as an example of what 
the commission has done In the last 
year in raising tho standard ot service 
efficiency. Heretofore the inmates 
have had no real professional nursing. 

Tho report carries a long series ot 
Iotters from heads of various state In- 
stitutions, all speaking in enthusiastic 
commendation of the workings of the 
law.

Two old friends mado their appear- 
ance when the order for 'introduction 
of bills was reached. Mr. Pembertan 
of Coles offered the measure which 
stirred the harvester trust last ses- 
sion and known as the binding twine 
bill, and Mr. Gardner of LaSatle pre- 
sented the Bo-cailed "curve stralght- 
ener," a railroad measure. 

Tho former bill provides that the 
labor of the prisoners at tho Jotiet 
penitentiary shall bo devoted to the 
manufacture of farm Implements, bind- 
ing twine, rope and hags, and appro- 
priates $100,000 to carry out .the pur- 
pose of the proposed act The ma- 
chinery and material manufactured are 
to bo sold by tho commissioners and 
residents of the state may purchase as 
much as desired up to April 1 of each 
year. 

Tho "curve stralghtener" gives rail- 
roads the right of eminent domain to 
straighten theft tracks. It was fought 
bitterly last Eekslon by Lieut. Gov. 
Sherman, who \*as instrumental la 
bringing about Its defeat. He Is Bald 
to have withdrawn his opposition. 



Charter Walts for Election. 

Chicago's charter was struck an 
other ' snag In Its slow progrcBB 
through the legislature. Chairman 
Kittlcman has announced there will 
be no more sessions of the house 
committee or tho joint house and sen- 
ate committee on charter until after 
the Chicago election. This announce- 
ment of further postponement for the 
already much delayed charter gave 
rise to rumors Friday that Gov. Den- 
eon might be forced to call an extra 
session to pass the charter bill. 

Speaker Shurtleff promptly put a 
damper on that story. "There will bo 
plenty of time allowed for tho con- 
sideration ot the Chicago charter bill, 
no matter when we adjourn or how 
long we have to stay here," was the 
speaker's sturdy declaration. Chair- 
man Llndly of the Republican steering 
committee In tho house and Chairman 
Shanahan of the house appropriations 
committee said likewise. Both ex- 
pressed themselves as confident that 
Chicago will get a charter before ad- 
journment. 



Cash for National Guard. 

The Illinois National Guard fared 
woll at the hands of the house. Bills 
were passed appropriating $329,000 for 
the ordinary expenses of the guard, 
$30,000 for new uniforms for tho sol- 
dier boys, '$9,000 far the purchase of 
CO acres adjoining tho Camp Logan 
rifle range near Zlon City, nnd $35,000 
for buying the elto'of tho Second regi- 
ment armory at' Washington boule- 
vard and Curtis street in Chicago. 
Tbo lease of this Bite has expired and 
the land is on the market BUbject to 
a short-term option held by tho offi- 
cers of the regiment The new su- 
premo court building opposite tho - 
state capital got from the house $200,- 
000 for Its completion. .The last legis- 
lature appropriated $150,000 with the 
understanding that the finished build- 
ing should cost $350,000. 



For Senators by Direct Vote, 

Election of United States senators 
by direct vote of tho people instead 
of by tbo members of. tho general as- 
sembly Is proposed in a joint resolu- 
tion ottered In tho senate by W. Clyde 
Jones of Chicago. In the document 
congress Is asked to call a constitu- 
tional convention for the purpose of 
taking up tho subject and bringing 
about tho change suggested. Iowa, 
Ohio and other states have already 
taken this stand. Under tho constitu- 
tion of the United States congress 
may be forced to act if two-thirds of 
the Btates adopt resolutions Bimllar 
to the one presented by Mr. Jones.

"Chicago Beautiful" Bills Move. 

Two of tho "Chicago Beautiful" bills 
were advanced to second reading. 
They are Intended to permit the south 
park commissioners to construct the 
driveway on submerged lands from 
JackBOn park to Grant park as, pro- 
posed by the Merchants' club ot Chi- 
cago and to establish the connecting 
link between the .north and" south 
park systems. All of the other house 
bills on the order ot first reading 
were advanced a notch, among them 
being the reciprocal demurrage meas- 
ure,' tho antl-clgaretto bill and one 
for which Mr. Flerson of Cook stands 
sponsor, making the publication of li- 
belous statements against /banks or 
bankers punishable by fine or Impris- 
onment 



Blndlng-Twino Bill Up. 

Tho so-called "blndlng-twlne" bill, 
accepted by the unIou<Iabor lobby two 
years ago, was Introduced by Mr. 
Llndly. Ho contends Its passage will 
clarify the convict labor problem.' Un- 
der its terms the prisoners would be 
employed In manufacturing binding 
twine. The bill 1b similar to the one 
offered in tbo sennto Wodnesday by 
Mr. Pemborton. Both measures ask 
for an appropriation of $100,000 to 
carry out the proposed law. 

Makes Death by Violation a Felony. ■ 

A bill' Introduced makes violation of 
the provisions ot the Bhot-QrersV law 
which result la doath or great injury 
a Mony, punishable by penitentiary 
imprisonment from one to five years. 

One ot tho proposed. changes stipu- 
lated that in no cose shall more than 
ono kind of explosive: be. used In any 
ono drill hole. The other amendments 
surround the firing ot shots la mines, 
with technical restrictions which the 
minors declare It would be Impossible 
to carry out The same* bills were In- 
| troduccd In the senate, by Cbafee. 



Bills Disposed Of. 

The resolutions for a constitutional 
amendment to .assess a tax ot one 
mill on every $100 property valuation 
for the maintenance of the Universi- 
ty of Illinois was referred to the com- 
mittee on appropriations, The 
bill providing that children between 
the ages of 14 and 16 years who are 
not regularly employed must attend 
school was advanced to second read- 
ing. This bill is calculated to reduce 
the number of youthful criminals. 



Calls for Data on State Fair. 

Expenditures made by tho state 
board of agriculture in conducting tho 
stato fair at Springfield are to bo 
mado public Without a dissenting 
voice the senate passed Mr. Chafee'a 
resolution calling upon the president* 
of the board and the secretory to 
moke a detailed report to the senate 
accounting for the $300,000 approprl-.
